of  Pennsylvania: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Home,  at  Erie.  Pa.,  for  the  two 
years  ending  May  31, 1906,  made  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Act  of  Assembly  approved  June  3,  1885,  (P.  L.  pages  62-65). 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  containing 
an  itemized  account  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  is  published  here- 
with. The  report  has  been  audited  bv  certified  public  accountants 
and  found  to  be  correct. 

Reports  of  officers  of  the  Home  for  the  two  years  ending  May  31, 
1906,  are  published  herewith,  and  will  be  found  to  contain  valuable 
and  interesting  statistical  information.

The  Honorable  Frank  P.  Ray,  died  May  11,  1905,  and  Hon.  Silas 
Hunter  of  Jamestown,  Mercer  County,  Pa.,  was  appointed  July  11, 
1905,  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

During  the  period  embraced  in  this  report  many  repairs  and  im- 
provements have  been  made,  notably  the  erection  of  a new  laundry 
building,  at  a cost  of  f 11,443 ; new  bake  oven  at  a cost  of  .$1,258; 
work  in  both  instances  being  done  by  contract  let  after  competitive 
bidding.  In  addition  to  the  above,  fire  doors  have  been  placed 
throughout  the  building,  and  addition  made  to  the  Amusement  Hall; 
the  Home  Cemetery  grounds  have  been  beautified,  and  the  buildings 
kept  in  good  condition. 


CHANGES  IN  OFFICIAL  STAFF. 

Important  changes  have  occured  in  the  official  staff. 

The  Commander  of  the  Home,  Brigadier  General  Norman  J.  Max- 
well, tendered  his  resignation  on  April  25th,  1905,  to  take  effect 
October  31st,  1905,  which  was  accepted.  General  Maxwell,  who 
served  during  the  War  for  the  Suppression  of  the  Rebellion,  in  the 
100th  Regiment,  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  from  August  31st,  1861, 
until  the  Muster-out  of  the  Regiment,  July  24th,  1865,  when  he  held 


the  rank  of  Colonel  and  Brevet  Brigadier  General  of  U.  S.  Volun- 
teers, had  formerly  been  Adjutant  of  the  Home,  and  subsequently 
appointed  Commander.  He  discharged  the  duties  of  both  positions 
with  fidelity  and  ability,  but  owing  to  advanced  age,  he  desired  to 
be  relieved  of  the  responsibility  and  burden  of  official  station.  The 
Board  through  a properly  constituted  Committee  placed  of  record 
their  appreciation  of  his  valued  service  to  the  Institution  and  the 
State. 

Major  W.  W.  Tyson,  Quartermaster,  tendered  his  resignation  April 
25,  1905,  to  take  effect  October  31,  1905. 

Major  Tyson  served  during  the  War  for  the  Suppression  of  the  Re- 
bellion, in  the  45th  Regiment,  Pennsylvania  Volunteers,  from  August 
16,  1861  to  October  20,  1864,  when  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of 
service,  he  was  mustered  out,  then  holding  the  rank  of  Captain  Com- 
pany “A.”  He  was  the  first  Commander  of  the  Home,  (from  1886 
until  1899),  and  rendered  valuable  assistance  in  the  formative  years 
of  the  Institution,  untiring  in  his  zeal,  and  faithful  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duties.  The  success  of  the  Institution  is  in  no  small  degree 
due  to  his  devotion  to  the  interests  of  his  comrades  of  the  War. 
Owing  to  physical  disability,  he  was  upon  his  own  request,  on  Oc- 
tober 26,  1S99,  relieved  from  duty  as  Commander,  and  appointed 
Quartermaster,  which  position  he  filled  for  many  years,  most  accept- 
ably, and  was  ever  watchful  of  the  interests  of  the  Institution.  The 
Board  through  a properly  constituted  Committee,  placed  of  record 
its  appreciation  of  his  valued  service,  and  long  and  successful  ad- 
ministration of  the  affairs  of  the  Home. 

Captain  Sylvester  II.  Martin.  Adjutant,  was  appointed  Comman- 
der, to  date  from  November  1,  1905,  and  was  designated  as  Acting 
Commander,  from  June  1st  to  October  31st,  1905. 

William  B.  Washabaugh,  M.  13.,  Resident  Physician,  resigned  June 
1,  1905,  and  was  succeeded  by  W.  F.  Wood,  M.  D.,  on  June  28,  1905, 
who  resigned  May  1,  1906. 

The  positions  of  Adjutant  and  Quartermaster  were  consolidated, 
and  the  positions  of  Quartermaster  Sergeant  and  Commissary  Ser- 
geant created,  and  on  April  25,  1906,  Israel  C.  Wood  and  Thomas 
Killen,  were  appointed  Quartermaster  Sergeant  and  Commissary 
Sergeant  respectively.

GIFT  FROM  MAJOR  W.  W.  TYSON. 

Major  W.  W.  Tyson,  upon  his  retirement  as  Quartermaster,  pre- 
sented to  the  Home,  negatives  of  a series  of  photographs  taken  by 
him,  during  the  existence  of  the  Home,  which  are  of  value  and  pos- 
sess great  historical  interest,  showing  as  they  do,  the  growth  and 
development  of  the  Institution. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  General  Assembly  by  Act  approved  May  11,  1905,  (P.  L.  431), 
made  an  appropriation  of  $120,000.00,  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Home  for  the  two  years  beginning  June  1,  1905,  this  amount  was 
reduced  by  the  veto  of  the  Governor,  to  $110,000.00.  In  addition  to 
the  appropriation  made  by  the  State,  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment pays  one-half  the  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance,  provided 
said  one-half  does  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  per  capita.  The 
payments  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  Government  are  made  to 
the  Governor  of  Pennsylvania,  and  by  him  transmitted  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Board.  The  appropriation  made  by  the  State  is  based 
upon  the  amount  necessary  to  maintain  the  Home,  in  addition  to 
money  received  from  the  United  States.  The  report  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Board  will  show  amount  received  from  each  source.

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  two  year's  embraced  in  this  report  have  been  most  successful 
years  in  the  history  of  the  Home — there  has  been  fewer  transgres- 
sions of  the  rules  and  regulations  that  are  so  necessary  to  the  dis- 
cipline of  the  institution  and  the  comfort  of  the  inmates.  Every 
thing  possible  is  being  done  to  make  the  institution  a model  one  in 
all  respects,  where  the  gratitude  of  the  State  shall  be  evidenced  by 
the  generous  care  bestowed  upon  her  soldiers  and  sailors  whose 
valor  and  devotion  added  to  her  glory,  and  who,  in  their  declining 
years  and  in  their  physical  infirmities  are  given  the  comforts  and 
recognition  they  so  richly  merit.

'Sir:  I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Home  for  the  two  fiscal  years,  from  June  1,  1904,  to 
May  31,  1906,  (inclusive),  together  with  the  reports  of  Adjutant, 
Quartermaster,  Surgeon  and  Chaplain. 

The  improvements  made  during  the  past  year  consist  of  building 
fire  walls  in  attic  and  roof,  plumbing  work  in  main  building,  new 
water  closets,  lavatories,  etc.  Addition  to  amusement  hall,  alter- 
ation in  bakery,  new  bake  oven,  new  laundry  building,  and  walls 
and  ceiling  of  hospital  painted. 

Hospital. 

The  service  and  general  efficiency  of  the  Hospital  would  be  much 
improved  if  the  recommendation  of  the  Surgeon,  as  set  forth  in  his 
report,  herewith,  were  accepted.  I would  especially  endorse  the 
Surgeon’s  recommendations  pertaining  to  the  nursing  staff,  and  also 
that  provision  be  made  for  the  equipment  of  a laboratory  and  ap- 
pliances. 


Discipline. 

The  discipline  of  the  Home  in  general  has  been  remarkably  good, 
and  the  members  as  a rule,  with  few  exceptions,  seem  to  be  per- 
fectly contented.

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the 
ministers  of  the  different  churches  of  the  city  and  their  choirs,  who 
continue  to  take  great  interest  in  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Home.

The  library  has  received  an  addition  of  149  volumes  of  latest 
standard  works.

Memorial  Day  was  fittingly  observed.  The  Chapel  was  hand- 
somely decorated,  and  the  exercises  were  of  an  impressive  char- 
acter. At  the  cemetery  every  grave  was  decorated  with  flowers.

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REPORT  OF  QUARTERMASTER. 


Erie,  Pa.,  June  1,  1906. 

Colonel  N.  J.  Maxwell,  Commander: 

Sir:  I have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  as  Quartermaster  of 
this  Home  for  the  two  years  beginning  June  1,  1904,  and  ending 
May  31,  1906. 

The  tables  that  follow  will  give  the  details  of  purchase  and  issue. 
But  before  presenting  them  I wish  to  make  a statement  in  connec- 
tion with  the  work  of  the  department  which  to  many  friends  of  the 
Home  may  prove  interesting. 

1 realized  many  years  ago,  that  the  most  important  aid  to  the 
discipline  and  comfort  of  the  members  was  first,  to  see  that  the 
food  was  good,  pure,  fresh,  and  properly  tastefully  and  cleanly  pre- 
pared and  served.  Without  such  care  there  could  not  help  but  be 
complaints  and  dissatisfaction  among  the  men,  remembering  that 
with  such  a body  there  would  be  a great  variety  of  tastes.  The  pur- 
chasing of  supplies  has  been  under  the  direction  of  an  admirably 
selected  committee,  who  have  given  their  best  attention  to  the 
matter.  The  quality  of  supplies  are  decided  by  a sample  submitted 
by  bidders,  and  by  inspection  on  delivering.  The  food  is  served 
liberally,  without  waste,  and  in  such  a daily  change  as  gives  every 
man  an  opportunity  to  gratify  his  appetite. 

None  but  pure  dairy  butter  has  ever  been  used.  Every  firkin  of 
which  is  inspected  before  acceptance. 

The  flour  lias  been  in  quality  equal  to  that  used  by  any  other  large 
institution  of  which  we  have  knowledge,  while  the  canned  fruits 
and  vegetables  have  been  the  best  we  could  find.  All  other  articles 
have  been  selected  with  the  same  care.  No  thought  has  ever  been 
given  to  the  feeding  of  our  comrades  with  cheap  or  inferior  food, 
or  to  serve  them  with  less  than  their  appetites  craved,  believing 
that  the  State  would  only  approve  if  satisfied  that  their  wards  were 
properly  cared  for. 

The  tables  on  the  opening  of  the  Home  were  supplied  with  good 
linen  cloths  that  are  changed  frequently  through  the  week.  Plated 
Silver  knives,  forks  and  spoons.  The  waiters  wear  white  jackets 
during  their  service.  All  this  adds  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  meals 
by  the  comrades  as  well  as  being  elevating  and  a help  to  discipline. 

We  have  for  years  had  in  use  a simple  inexpensive  dish  washer 
in  the  general  scullery,  also  a smaller  one  in  the  hospital  kitchen, 
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both  of  our  own  invention,  which  have  proved  in  every  way  satis- 
factory and  profitable  in  the  small  per  cent,  of  breakage  and  much 
less  expenditure  than  some  other  institution  where  less  china  ware 
is  handled  per  diem. 

The  same  attention  has  been  given  to  the  repair  of  second  cloth- 
ing, including  all  that  is  worn  by  the  men.  All  are  cleaned  and 
mended  that  can  be  made  serviceable  for  reissue,  which  has  more 
than  compensated  for  the  cost  of  labor  and  care. 

Soap.  From  the  first  year  of  the  organizing  of  the  Home  we 
began  making  the  commoner  grades  of  soap  for  the  different  de- 
partments, which  included  soap,  rosin,  laundry  and  scullery, 
which  we  found  to  answer  every  purpose  and  to  be  very  economical. 
But  we  had  to  buy  a toilet  soap  which  was  expensive.  We  hired  a 
practiced  soap  man  from  another  city  and  he  taught  the  foremen 
then  in  charge  how  to  make  a good  article  of  toilet  soap;  from  that 
time  we  have  bought  but  a few  boxes.  And  the  saving  to  the 
State  has  been  hundreds  of  dollars  yearly.  There  has  been  made  in 
the  laundry  in  the  last  two  years  6,374  pounds  of  toilet  soap,  4,900 
pounds  of  rosin  soap,  and  from  August,  1905  to  May,  1906,  1,560 
gallons  of  laundry  soap,  and  1,650  gallons  of  scullery  soap. 

While  the  farm  and  garden  has  not  given  the  return  for  labor  we 
could  wish,  yet  the  fact  that  we  have  in  season,  fresh  vegetables, 
consisting  of  onions,  beets,  corn,  lettuce,  tomatoes  and  so  forth,  that 
we  would  be  otherwise  deprived  of,  is,  we  think,  worth  all  the  cost 
in  labor. 

The  dairy  has  given  a good  return  of  fresh,  pure  milk. 

The  men  are  furnished  with  tobacco,  pipes,  postage  stamps,  letter 
paper,  spectacles  and  every  other  physical  or  artificial  want  that 
can  be  consistently  given  them. 

There  is  also  a barber  furnished  free.

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REPORT  OF  SURGEON. 


Erie,  Pa.,  June  1,  1906. 

Colonel  N.  J.  Maxwell,  Commander: 

Sir:  I have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  ninth  biennial  report  of 
the  Medical  Department  of  the  Pennsylvania  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’ 
Home. 

The  death  rate  of  members  covered  by  this  report  is  9 per  100  for 
the  year  ending  May  31,  1905,  and  S per  100  for  the  year  ending 
May  31,  1906,  and  compares  very  favorably  with  our  previous  record, 
when  we  consider  the  progressive  enfeeblement  and  the  increasing- 
age  of  the  inmates.  The  average  age  of  the  membership  now  is  67 
years,  as  compared  with  06  years  at  our  last  report. 

The  average  age  at  time  of  death  is  69.49  years. 

Although  the  hospital  department  is  in  good  sanitary  condition, 
yet  I feel  it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  to  various  needs  of  this 
department  which  have  become  manifest  by  past  experiences. 

The  nursing  stall  has  done,  and  is  doing  excellent  work,  consider- 
ing the  lack  of  systematic  instruction  and  training  of  the  men  who 
fill  the  vacancies  as  they  occur  from  time  to  time  in  the  service.  To 
obviate  this  serious  defect  I would  recommend  that  authority  be 
given  to  engage  an  additional  nurse,  detailed  from  the  home,  so  that 
we  would  constantly  have  an  extra  man  to  call  upon  in  an  emergency, 
and  what  is  of  far  greater  importance,  one  who  has  had  some  in- 
struction and  possesses  some  knowledge  of  the  work  required  of  him. 
A s conditions  are  now,  when  a vacancy  occurs  we  are  forced  to  en- 
gage men  who  have  never  had  a day’s  instruction  or  experience,  con- 
sequently with  great  detriment  to  the  service. 

I would  also  recommend  the  appointment  of  a trained  male  nurse 
for  night  duty,  so  as  to  have  some  person  always  in  charge  who  has 
the  necessary  skill  to  tide  over  the  seriously  ill  patients  from  the 
hour  that  the  day  nurses  leave  the  wards,  until  they  again  report  for 
duty.  A properly  selected  person  in  that  position  would  greatly 
enhance  the  efficiency  of  the  night  service,  the  patients  would  be 
ensured  of  better  medication,  careful  feeding  and  nursing  when  oc- 
casion demands,  and  this  person  could  also  exercise  control  and 
supervision  over  the  male  night  attendants. 

Provision  should  also  be  made  for  periodical  house  cleanings,  such 
as  the  washing  of  windows,  walls,  ceilings,  etc.  We  can  not  add 
this  labor  to  the  duties  of  our  present  help  and  if  authority  were 
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given,  such  work  could  be  done  by  outside  help  in  very  short  time 
and  with  minimum  expense.  The  plan  adopted  by  other  institutions, 
where  there  is  a great  deal  of  this  kind  of  work,  might  be  considered 
here  also,  namely,  to  have  a permanent  squad  engaged  for  this  pur- 
pose so  that  every  part  of  the  building  receives  attention  at  certain 
regular  periods  of  the  year. 

Permission  should  also  be  granted  to  engage  outside  help  when 
needed  to  paint  and  calcimine  the  various  portions  of  the  hospital 
department.  This  privilege  is  asked  for  to  enable  us  to  keep  the 
department  in  perfect  sanitary  condition,  and  to  keep  up  the  general 
appearances  as  much  as  possible. 

1 also  recommend  that  provision  be  made  for  the  equipment  of  a 
laboratory  with  such  appliances  as  may  be  necessary  for  conducting 
investigations,  and  the  examination  of  excretions  and  secretions. 
Further,  that  authority  be  granted  to  put  in  order  and  suitably  instal 
our  present  stock  of  instruments,  and  to  add  such  others  as  are  fre- 
quently required  in  our  daily  routine  of  dispensary  work,  especially 
to  enable  us  to  make  thorough  examinations  of  the  various  organs, 
the  eye,  ear,  nose,  throat  and  rectum.  The  foregoing  recommenda- 
tions are  made  because  we  know  that  with  the  aid  of  these  appli- 
ances we  will  secure  additional  data  in  forming  our  diagnosis  in 
certain  conditions,  but  I recommend  them  especially,  because  I find 
that  the  young  men  appointed  as  assistant  surgeons  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  are  well  trained  in  the  use  of  these  modern 
appliances,  and  much  of  their  time  that  is  now  spent  in  less  valuable 
pursuits,  might  be  employed  to  their  own  advantage  and  that  of  the 
institution,  in  conducting  more  thorough  examinations  of  diseased 
conditions  as  they  present  themselves  to  us;  it  would  also  keep  alive 
and  stimulate  their  scientific  interest,  and  in  that  way,  greatly  en- 
hance the  value  of  our  work.  Finally,  I believe  that  we  owe  to  the 
inmates  an  obligation  to  give  them  the  very  best  service  that  we  can 
provide  by  employing  all  the  approved  modern  advances  in  medical 
science. 

There  is  an  occasional  need  for  sterile  instruments,  water  and 
dressings,  but  no  facilities  for  such  asceptic  preparations  are  avail- 
able. While  I realize  that  the  demand  is  not  frequent,  I believe  that 
we  should  use  every  precaution  to  guard  against  possible  infection 
from  the  use  of  improperly  prepared  instruments  and  dressings.  An 
outfit  to  answer  our  purpose  can  be  installed  in  our  dressing  room 
at  a very  reasonable  outlay  and  would  be  an  ornament  to  the  room. 

New  beds  for  the  old  hospital  wards  have  been  recommended  and 
I hope  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  sanction  their  purchase,  as 
they  would  greatly  enhance  the  appearance  of  the  wards,  and  facili- 
tate cleanliness. 
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To  add  to  the  general  appearances  of  the  wards  I would  recom- 
mend that  small  ward  lockers  be  purchased  for  each  bed.  The 
tables  now  in  use  expose  every  article  to  direct  view. 

The  ward  trays  at  present  are  arranged  in  the  kitchen  by  being 
placed  on  tables  and  shelves  and  with  very  little  expense  a neat  tray 
rack  with  sufficient  capacity  to  accommodate  all  the  ward  trays 
could  be  constructed  and  put  in  place.  Its  installation  would  also 
give  us  more  working  room. 

During  this  summer  we  have  been  greatly  annoyed  by  flies  in  the 
wards  of  the  hospital.  To  place  screens  on  all  the  windows  and 
doors  is  a very  expensive  procedure,  and  I believe  that  if  all  the  beds 
containing  serious  cases  were  provided  with  suitable  screens,  they 
would  answer  every  purpose. 

Attention  has  been  called  to  the  advisability  of  guarding  windows 
and  doors.  Experience  has  impressed  us  with  the  danger  in  a cer- 
tain class  of  our  patients,  and  if  nothing  more  is  done  I would 
recommend  that  folding  gates  be  placed  at  each  end  of  the  four 
wards,  to  be  closed  at  night,  and  thereby  prevent  escape  from  the 
wards  through  corridors.  'Such  an  arrangement  would  not  inter- 
fere with  the  ventilating  arrangements. 

During  the  cold  months  it  is  more  difficult  to  secure  free  ventila- 
tion of  the  wards,  and  I would  recommend  the  purchase  of  a sufficient 
number  of  ventilators  to  be  placed  in  windows  so  that  fresh  air  can 
be  supplied  without  danger  of  drafts  from  open  windows. 

I believe  that  all  the  above  recommendations,  if  adopted,  would 
be  found  practicable,  and  would  add  very  much  to  the  convenience 
and  utility  of  our  equipment.  Some  of  the  recommendations  I am 
sure  would  eliminate  some  of  the  causes  for  friction  in  the  depart- 
ment, and  that  way  would  be  a marked  benefit.  1 hope  that  they 
will  all  receive  your  very  careful  attention. 

From  June  1,  1904,  to  July  1,  1903,  the  position  of  Assistant  Sur- 
geon was  very  ably  filled  by  Dr.  W.  B.  Washabaugh,  continuing  his 
services  as  noted  in  our  last  report. 

From  July  1,  1905,  until  May  1,  1906,  Dr.  W.  I.  Wood  served  in 
this  capacity,  when  he  was  compelled  to  give  up  the  services  on  ac- 
count of  the  serious  illness  of  a near  relative.  During  the  remaining 
month  Dr.  Washabaugh  was  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to 
serve  temporarily,  pending  a permanent  appointment  to  be  made 
by  the  Board  of  Dr.  Gr.  W.  Schlindwein,  who  was  at  that  time  com- 
pleting his  service  as  resident  physician  at  the  Wills  Hospital, 
Philadelphia,  Penna.

facing  the  last  great  enemy  of  man,  death,  and  to  have  the  assur- 
ance that  a number  of  those  who  have  died  during  the  past  two 
years,  have  passed  through  death  to  life  beyond  the  grave.
